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1. Spyros Markezinia recently discussed the present situation with a 
groug of Greek Army officers representing one of the various secret 
officer organizations. He suggested to these officers that, on the 
occesion of the then forthcoming visit of the King to northern Greeca, 
dencratrations to build up the King's prestige and to impress the 
foreigners accompanying the King should be organized. 


2. Warkesinig stated specifically that the officers should turn their 
energies not se much against General. VentLris es against the present 
goverment in order to cause its downfall as speecily as possible... He 
Sugges.ed that certain officers should present themselves to the King . 
and exo‘ess to him their psrsenal anxlety end that of the armed forces 
genes ly over the policies of the present governuent. The King would 
then be able to bring these fears to the attention of the foreigners", 


3. Mavkexzinis stated further that he held General Papagos in high esteem. 
Papaco: should be built up in the eyes of beth the King and the people in 
avery cossible manner. 


4. The organization represented by these officers is reliably believed to. 
have turned down the Merkesinis proposals. The organization desided 
that it bSould not be converted inte an instrument for the destruction 
of the government. 


S. Apparuntly this group ef officers consider that Papagos is incapable of 
carryang out the intrigues which Markezinis has in mind, and that a very 
likey explanation is that Harkezinis is seeking to use Pepagos as a front 
man oo" his own motives, 


6. Markeuinis maintained that after a two-month trial of amnesty the govern~ 
ment will have lost too mich prestige to be able to launch successfully 
a naticnsl alert against the rebels. Therefore this will have to be done 
by anether government, either one under himself or a service goverment 
undexy General Papagos. 
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
